Is shortage real or 
Carter to order gas probe 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Carter intends to order an independent White 
House investigation of whether natural gas shortages are real or contrived, his press 
secretary said today. 
White House spokesman Jody Powell said no effort has been launched yet because 
Carter and his energy staff are concentrating on easing the immediate gas crisis. But 
he said the President will decide how to address the issue “ very soon ... I would guess 
within the next 10 days.” 
At president, Powell said, the only information available to the White House comes 
from the Federal Energy Administration and the Federal Power Commission. Those 
reports are based on material supplied by the oil industry. 
‘‘They have provided no information that would support the contention that there is 
a major withholding of natural gas,” Powell said 
“ That is the only information we have. That is why we are making our own deter­ 
mination. I repeat our determination to arrive at our own independent assessment.” 
Powell also said the administration is swinging into action with emergency steps to 
cope with the gas crisis under special legislation signed Wednesday. 


The law allows Carter to order pipelines to shift gas from places with plenty to 
those running short. Powell said the President met with pipeline executives this 
morning to find out where extra gas is available. 
He also announced actions taken by 10 federal agencies under orders from Carter 
to provide disaster and emergency relief because of the severe winter and energy 
shortages. 
They ranged from emergency gas sales allowed by the FPC to release of $10 
million in extra employment training funds by the Labor Department and provision 
of emergency equipment and workers to Pennsylvania. New York, Indiana and Ohio 
by the Defense and Interior Departments. 
A number of public officials, including Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, have 
suggested gas producers have withheld supplies to strengthen the case for removal of 
federal price controls. Industry officials today denied that charge and said they 
would welcome an investigation. 
Carter promised in his first “ fireside chat” to the nation Wednesday night that he 
would find out which shortages were real and which were artificial.

The weather picture brightened today 
in much of the Midwest and East where 
weeks of bitter cold and storms idled 
more than 3 million persons and the last 
week of blizzard snows left more than 75 
persons dead 
A winter storm that dropped up to 
eight inches of snow on the mountains of 
New Mexico weakened and appeared to 
be disintegrating on the southern Plains, 
posing no major threat to the storm- 
wracked midlands and East. 
Unseasonably cold weather that kept 
the chill on the Ohio Valley and East 
much of the* week moved out into the 
Atlantic Ocean, and warm southerly 
breezes blew across the East. 


Snow spread across the Great Lakes 
and Ohio Valley but it was light. For the 
first time in more than a month, 
temperatures in Indianapolis and South 
Bend.

The warmup could be short-lived — 
subzero temperatures were to return to 
the upper Midwest for the weekend — 
but to millions of residents of the eastern 
half of the nation it was a welcome 
respite that began easing energy and job 
layoff problems.

Carter regrets Nader slur' 


WA: HINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter “ deplores” an ethnic slur made 
publicly against consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader by Federal Trade Commis­ 
sioner Paul Rand Dixon, Carter’s chief 
spokesman said today. 
But White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell added that Carter was not em­ 
powered to fire Dixon for calling Nader a 
“ dirty Arab" and a lying S O B 
“ The President obviously deplores this 
or any other racial or ethnic slur,” 
Powell told reporters when questioned 
on the recent incident, which has brought 
demands on Capitol Hill for Congress to 
impeach Dixon 


“ That’s right," Powell said at the 
regular midday White House briefing 
when asked if the law prevented Carter 
from firing Dixon 
But he did not say 
whether Carter would dismiss Dixon if 
he were empowered to (to so. 


Despite a Dixon apology to Nader, one 
consumer group is asking the FTC to dis­ 
qualify him from ruling on three impor­ 
tant pending cases because of his 
remarks. 


The Connecticut Citizen Research 
Group, which was founded by Nader but 
is now independent of him. filed a motion 
at the FTC saying “ the integrity of the 
commission is at stake.” 


It made the motion even as Dixon was 
apologizing to Nader late Wednesday for 
remarks calling him a “ Dirty Arab and a 
lying S O B ” in a recent speech. Nader’s 
office said he received a letter from Dix­ 
on saying “ I deeply regret having made 
this remark and 1 apologize for it.” 


Dixon had issued a similar apology, 
with a copy to Nader, to an Arab- 
American group Tuesday but Nader 
demanded a direct apologv 


Mayor Eugene C. Stevens this morning 
appealed to all Lompoc residents to con­ 
serve energy by turning down their ther­ 
mostats to 65 degrees during the daytime 
and 55 degrees at night 
“ We must take this type of voluntary 
action in an effort to aid those in need 
back East and for the sake of overall 
conservation,” Stevens declared. 
The mayor ordered the turning down of 
thermostats for all city offices 
“ We would have ordered the closing of 
the municipal pool,” Mayor Stevens 
said, “ but the pool is already closed for a 
month-and-a-half for renovation pur­ 
poses.” 
Stevens’ order lowering the ther­ 
mostats in city facilities was in line with 
a California Public Utilities order this 
week affecting state facilities. 
A poll og government offices in Lom­ 
poc today showed thermostat settings of 
63 degrees at the Federal Housing 
Authority. 65 degrees at the Motor Vehi­ 
cle Department. 68 degrees at the Lom­ 
poc Police Department. 70 degrees in 
the County Building Department. 
A member of Lompoc Unified School 
District’s building and maintenance 
department said the schools had 
received a bulletin calling for ther­ 
mostat settings of 65 degrees during the 
daytime and 55 degrees at night effective 
Feb 7 
A random telephone poll of private 
citizens this morning indicated most 
homeowners and apartment dwellers 
were responding favorably to President 
Jimmy Carter’s appeal for energy con­ 
servation Some private citizens were 
entering into the movement with the 
same zeal they had formerly shown when 
they participated in car pools to save 
gasoline. 


Some government workers talked 
about wearing sweaters in the early 
morning, but they noted that local 
climate had not been rigorous enough to 
pose a hardship at reduced thermostat 
settings. 
County firemen 
suffer setback 
in court ruling 


County firemen, faced with having 
their work weeks stretched out starting 
Feb. 7 from 56 to 63 hours, have received 
a new setback, this time from the 
Superior Court. 


Visiting Judge Beach Vasey denied the 
County Firefighters’ Union request for a 
court order to block the lengthened work 
week edict imposed by the Board of 
Supervisors. 


Judge Vasey said he felt the union was 
not able to prove the county supervisors 
bargained in bad faith as was contended. 


The union and county administration 
have been at loggerheads for almost a 
year in trying to work out a new con­ 
tract 


Union attorney Alan Davis revealed 
the union will push the union's $4-million 
damage suit against the county. A deci­ 
sion whether to appeal the court's ruling 
will come later, he indicated. 


The county is hoping to save about 
$300.000 a year based on the lengthened 
work week and resulting reduction in 
firemen forces.

Wrongful death and personal injury lawsuits totaling $451 
million in damages against the Johns-Manville Corporation 
were filed in Contra Costa County Superior Court in Martinez 
this morning. 
Oakland attorney Steven Kazan filed the complaints on 
behalf of 20 disabled men and women who worked at J-M’s 
plant in Lompoc and on behalf of the survivors of 21 deceased 
workers who were employed in the local plant. 
The suits claim that the former workers either died or 
were disabled because they contracted diseases from 
asbestos or silica while working at the plant. 
Diatomaceous earth, also called silica, is mined and 
processed by J-M in Lompoc while the plant uses some 50 
tons of asbestos a month in processing. 
J;M is charged in the suits with fraud, negligence and con­ 
spiracy besides other charges. 
Kazan claimed to the Record that “ J-M long ago knew how 
dangerous asbestos was and decided not to advise the men of 
the risks and not to take proper safeguards to protect the 
men This was decided at the highest level of J-M ” 


Dr. Milton Duncan, who was retained by J-M as the plant 
physician from 1954 to 1972, is charged with malpractice in 
16 wrongful death incidents and 15 personal injury incidents 
The suits allege Dr Duncan improperly read employe X- 
rays and did not advise workers that disease was present in 
their lungs 


This morning plant manager W E. Benton and Dr. Duncan 
said they have no comment on the suits. 
The suits ask for compensatory damages of “ whatever is 
fair” and $1 million in general damages and $10 million in 
punitive damages against J-M per worker or surviving fami­ 
ly- 
Against Dr. Duncan the suits ask for compensatory 
damages and general damages. 
Kazan said he is basing his conspiracy charge against J-M 
in part on a court case “ back East” in which the corpora­ 
tion admitted it knew in 1942 that asbestos was a health 
hazard 


J-M, however, failed to inform workers in Lompoc of the 
danger of this material until recently, he alleged. 
Today asbestos is a known cause of cancer and other dis­ 
eases 
Silica as a cause of death and injury is listed in about 10 in­ 
cidents in the suits because J-M misled workers about the 
danger of that material as it did later with asbestos, ac­ 
cording to Kazan 
J-M “ was never honest about (silica) until after the 
worker strike in 1952. They started cleaning the plant up, but 
they never really did the job until 1970,” he stated 
Kazan's law firm already has some 20 similar lawsuits, 
each asking $10 million in damages, against J-M’s roofing 
materials plant in Pittsburg, Calif, in the Bay Area. The 
suits list asbestos as the cause of death and injury to workers 
there 
The attorney said he filed the Lompoc cases in Contra 
Costa County instead of Santa Barbara County in order “ to 
consolidate the cases and try the common question of con­ 
spiracy as one ” 
He said he expects the Lompoc suits won’t be heard in 
court for one to two years 
Kazan noted that he will meet his Lompoc clients in town 
tomorrow afternoon at the meeting hall of Local 146 ICWU 
on South 1 St

WASHINGTON (UPI» - President 
Carter does not intend to fire federal 
employes to reduce government growth 
but will cut down on the payroll simply 
by not filling vacancies, his chief 
spokesman said today 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said the President will send his 
request to Congress Friday for authority 
to reorganize the government over the 
next four years. 
In his nationally televised fireside chat 
Wednesday evening, Carter said he will 
soon put a ceiling on the number of 
employes in federal government agen­ 
cies. 
There is “ no intention to fire Civil Ser­ 
vice employes,” said Powell “ But where 
vacancies exist, they will not be filled.” 
Powell told reporters federal budget 
director Bert Lance has a study under 
way on how to cut the number of federal 
employes 
On another matter, the White House 
announced Carter will soon dispatch 
former Defense Secretary Clark Clifford 
to undertake a special mission to 
Greece, Turkey and Cyprus. 
No date bas been set for Clifford’s 
trip, which apparently will be aimed at 
easing tense relations between Turkey 
and Greece over Cyprus 
Powell said Carter “ seemed to be 
generally satisfied with the reaction 
from the public and individuals” on his 
first televised report to the nation 
By late this morning, Powell said, the 
White House has received 243 telegrams, 
supporting C a rte r; five against 
(including criticism of the President’s 
informal attire) and eight other com­ 
ments Also received were 249 telephone 
calls, all but five of them praising the 
Carter talk, Powell said. 
Carter referred to the federal jobs cut­ 
back in his talk. 
“ The passage of this legislation, which 
will give the same authority extended to 
every president from Franklin Roosevelt 
to Richard Nixon and used by many 
governors across the country, is crucial 
to a successful 
reorganization of 
government.” Carter said in his address 


He said the Office of Management and 
Budget is now working on the plan, 
which will include zero based budgeting 
(justifying each program from scratch 
each year), removal of unnecessary 
government regulations, sunset laws to 
cancel programs that have outlived their 
usefulness and elimination of overlapp­ 
ing and duplication of government func­ 
tions 


Carter said the White House should 
lead the way in streamlining its opera­ 
tions. He is proposing reducing his top- 
level staff by one-third and suggesting 
that Cabinet members do the same He 
also announced that soon he will put a 
ceiling on the number of people 
employed by the federal government to 
“ bring the growth of government under 
control ” 


The “ fireside chat” is one of several 
ways Carter plans to communicate with 
the people in the months to come. He 
was expected to have a televised news 
conference Monday. 
He also is considering “ town hall” 
meetings around the country and “ talk 
shows” in the Oval Office by answering 
questions from telephone callers. 
Reforming 
the government also 
means making the government as open 
and honest as it can be,” Carter said. 
He made a number of other promises 
including a complete tax reform plan by 
the end of the year. 
In foreign affairs, Carter promised 
United States policy will be based on 
“ close cooperation with our allies and 
worldwide respect for human rights, and 
it must always reflect our own moral 
values.” 
FRB chairman says Carter 
stimulus is inefficient'

- Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur Bums told 
Congress today President Carter's $31 
billion legislative package is an “ inef­ 
ficient way of stimulating the economy." 
Burns testified before the House Bank­ 
ing Committee that the economy is im­ 
proving on its own 
The veteran chief of the powerful 
Federal Reserve Board said Carter had 
“ done quite admirably” in putting the 
package together, considering all the 
conflicting advice he has received. 
“ I, however, have a different view 
The economy is imptoving on its own,” 
said Bums, adding that the new ad­ 
ministration “ has not proven any 
stimulation is needed — 1 would have 
preferred to wait a little ” 


Burns appeared reluctant to spell out 
his views to the committee, which is 
studying Carter’s two-year plan to 
stimulate the economy with $50 rebates 
to almost every American and to pump 
more money into jobs 


“ 1 was hoping and praying I wouldn't 
be asked this question,” he said when 
asked what he thought of the package 
Bums said the Treasury does not have 
enough money to finance the $50 rebates 
called for in Carter’s plan, thus the 
government would have to borrow the 
money. 
“ It is not a good habit for the 
Treasury, the Congress, or the country to 
gel into,” said Burns, making it clear he 
would have preferred a “ smaller, more 
prudent” economic package or none at 
all ’’ 
Earlier today, Budget Committee 
Chairman Robert Giaimo, D-Conn., 
proposed doubling the amount which 
would be spent for jobs in the first year 
of the administration’s package 
C arter's $31 2 billion, two-year 
proposal includes $1 8 billion in the 
remainder of this fiscal year in direct 
spending to create jobs Giaimo would 
raise such spending to $3 5 billion above 
the current level

Rickenbacker's widow a suicide 


MIAMI (U PI) — Adelaide Rickenbacker, the 89-year-old widow 
of World War I ace Eddie Rickenbacker, died late Wednesday 
night of a self-inflicted gunshot wound, police said. 
The Dade Public Safety Department said a niece living with Mrs. 
Rickenbacker in her Key Biscayne home heard a gunshot Wednes­ 
day about 9:05 p.m. and called a neighbor. The neighbor went to an 
upstairs bedroom and found Mrs Rickenbacker lying with a bullet 
wound in her head 
She died at Miami hospital at 11:30 p.m. Wednesday. 
Officers said Mrs Rickenbacker was apparently despondent 
over failing health the past several years They listed the death as 
a suicide 


Sudanese forces crush rebellion 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) — Forces loyal to the Sudanese 
government have crushed an attempted rebellion at an air base in 
south Sudan, the official Sudanese news agency said today. 
“ At around 2 a m Wednesday, Feb. 2. some elements of the air 
force tried to take over Juba airport,” the agency said in a report 
monitored in Beirut. 
Eight soldiers who refused to cooperate with the conspirators 
were murdered. 
They also killed two foreigners working on 
development schemes in the southern provinces.” 
The agency said that “ troops of the 1st Garrison, supported by 
the police and the masses of the people, confronted the abortive 
conspiracy aimed against our national unity.” 


Attem pted coup fails in Ethiopia 


ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia (U PI) — Ethiopia’s military govern­ 
ment has crushed an attempted coup after heavy fighting. Radio 
Ethiopia announced today. 
Firing broke out at 11 a m at the military’s headquarters in the 
former grand palace but “ everything is now under control.” 
A 5 p.m curfew was imposed on the capital after the shootout. 
Heavily armed troops patrolled the city as shops closed down 
and persons scurried home 


W ave of killings feared in Ulster 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland (U PI) — The slaying of the 
manager of an American du Pont plant in Londonderry may signal 
the start of a wave of sectarian killings that could involve top 
businessmen and politicians, a militant Protestant church official 
said today. 
The Rev. Ian Paisley said he had “ definite information” the 
Provisional Irish Republican Army launched a murder campaign 
with the killing Wednesday of Jeffrey Agate, 58. British head of the 
du Pont plant in Londonderry 
Paisley said he had given his information to police, who told him 
they already had obtained similar information from their own in­ 
telligence sources 


Tougher prison sentences proposed 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — A bill to toughen prison sentences 
provided by the state’s new determinate sentencing law was 
proposed today by Assemblyman Dave Sterling, R-Hacienda 
Heights 
The new law. scheduled to take effect July 1, substitutes a 
system of fixed criminal penalties for the indeterminate sentenc­ 
ing procedure which has been in effect the past 59 years 
Sterling said that under the new law. persons convicted of “ even 
the most violent and heinous crimes would be subject only to light 
and arbitrary penalties.” He said his bill would “ match the punish­

Congress oks extraordinary

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In 
his first informal talk to the 
American people, President 
Carter called for a renewal of 
the fighting spirit of World War 
II to restore a sense of “ com­ 
mon interest” that can help 
solve the nation’s problems 
Carter also outlined in a 
“ fireside chat” Wednesday 
night a vigorous agenda for cut­ 
ting the number of high govern­ 
ment officials, putting a ceiling 
on the number of government 
employes and moving to fulfill 
a host of campaign promises 
“ W ith the help of my 
predecessor, we have come 
through a very difficult period 
in our nation’s history But for 
almost 10 years we have not had 
a sense of a common national 
interest,” Carter said 
Recalling the unity and spirit 
of World War II, he added 
“ I believe we are ready for 
that same spirit again — to plan 
ahead, work together, and use 
common sense. Not because of 
war, but because we realize we 
must act together to solve our 
problems, and because we are 
ready to trust one another ”

W ASHINGTON (U P I) -

By overwhelming margins, 
both House and Senate ap­ 
proved legislation Wednesday 
allowing C arter to order 
natural gas pipeline companies

D-Tex 
told the House Wednesday 
afternoon “ We have devised a 
cure worse than the disease 
We don’t know that any signifi­ 
cant amount of gas will go into 
interstate commerce that 
would not otherwise.” 
Then he voted against it.

The Senate had done 
so by nearly unanimous voice 
vote a few hours earlier 
Carter signed it shortly before 
his “ fireside chat.”

President Johnson in the 1960s passed out dozens of pens to law­ 
makers who had anything to do with legislation he was signing 
Only Sens Adlai Stevenson, D-Ill., and Howard Baker, R-Tenn. 
and Rep John Dingeli. D-Mich., got pens.

Cabinet and the Supreme Court 
are virtually assured of pay 
raises starting Feb 20 
The Senate crushed an at­ 
tempt Wednesday to veto the in­ 
creases, which were proposed 
by former President Gerald 
Ford and endorsed by President 
Carter. 
Under law. the raises go into 
effect automatically Feb. 20 un­ 
less either the Senate or House 
adopts a resolution of disap­ 
proval. 
The House shunted the pay 
proposal to a subcommittee and 
plans no action before the 
deadline 
Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., 
said before Wednesday’s set­ 
back that he would try again to 
get a Senate vote but conceded 
“ they have ways” to prevent 
one 
Majority whip Alan Cranston, 
D-Calif, conceded that Allen 
could make another effort but 
said, “ maybe he won’t because 
we beat him so stiffly.” 
The Senate voted 56-42 to 
table — in effect kill — Allen's 
resolution to disapproval 
It 
was offered as an amendment 
to the Senate's reorganization 
of committees. 
The salary hikes — the first 
since 1969 except for a 5 per 
cent cost-of-living increase two 
years ago — would provide the 
following increases: 
—The Vice President, the 
Speaker, the President pro-tem 
of the Senate and the Chief 
Justice from $65.600 to $75.000 


— Members of the Cabinet 
and Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court from $63.000 to 
$66.000 
— The majority and minority 
leaders of Congress from

The proposal also includes

Crackling fireplaces may 
hinder - not help - energy con­ 
servation, experts say 
The problem is that old- 
fashioned fireplaces, the kind 
with no independent source of 
fresh air to feed the flames, 
can pull coki air into house and 
more than offset the warmth 
they provide. 
The process 
makes furnaces run overtime 
Factory-built fireplaces with 
glass doors and flues to draw in 
outside air - or old fireplaces 
modified to add doors and a flue 
— were described as “ good 
sources of supplemental heat” 
that will not run up the furnace 
bill. 
Traditional open fireplaces 
act like pumps, government 
and private experts said 
Wednesday. They push hot air 
up the chimneys, creating a 
partial vacuum in the house, 
and sucking in cold outside air 
through cracks around windows 
and doors to fill that vacuum 
It may be toasty by the fire, 
they said, but the flow of cold 
air can reduce temperatures 
throughout the house and make 
the furnace “ run like crazy” in 
an effort to keep the whole 
house warm The colder it is 
outside, they said, the worse 
problem the fireplace causes

Carter said he was “ deter­ 
mined to have a strong, lean, ef­ 
ficient fighting force,” and ad­ 
ded “ I want our nation’s actions 
to make you proud.” 
“ We will continue to express 
our concern about violations of 
human rights, as we have dur­ 
ing the last week, without up­ 
setting our efforts toward 
friendly relations with other 
countries.”

conservation,” he said “ There 
is no economic policy that will 
do as much as shared faith in 
hard work, efficiency and the 
future of our svstem.”

4 lbs. boneless rolled beef rump roast 
4 cups cocktail vegetable juice 
Vfe cup Spanish olive oil 
Vfc cup sherry 


V* cup soy sauce 


Vx cup toasted sesam e seed 
2 tbsp. sugar 
1 lge. clove garlic, minced 
1 cup diced pimiento 
Vi cup thinly sliced onion 
salad greens 
green pepper rings 
In roasting pan, roast meat fat-side up at 325 degrees 
for about 1 Vi hours. (Rare-25 minutes per pound or 140 
degrees on meat thermometer. Cool; trim fat. Slice 
meat into thin strips (3 x Vi inch.) Meanwhile, in 
shallow baking dish, combine vegetable juice, olive 
oil, sherry, soy sauce, sesame seed, sugar and garlic. 
Add meat; refrigerate overnight. Stir in pimiento and 
onion. Drain meat mixture, reserving marinade; 
arrange on salad greens. Garnish with green pepper 
rings. Serve with marinade. Makes 12 servings. 


Yogurt Soup 
3 cans (103/4 oz. each) condensed cream of chicken 
soup 
1 Ms cups plain yogurt

V2 cup toasted sliced almonds 
In a large saucepan, combine consomme and water 
Heat, stirring occasionally. In bowl, combine ground

Spanish Gypsy Lamb Stew 
3 lbs. boneless lamb from shoulder, cut into 1 inch 
cubes 
2 tbsp. Spanish olive oil 
1 Vi tsp. paprika 
2 cloves garlic, crushed 
Vi tsp. saffron 
1 tbsp. flour 
1 cup water 
1 tbsp. wine vinegar 
1 Me tsp. salt 
Brown lamb cubes in olive oil; stir in paprika, garlic 
and saffron. Slowly add flour; when bubbling, add 
water, wine vinegar and salt. Simmer until meat is 
very tender when pricked with a fork (about 2 hours). 
Makes 6 servings. 


Grecian Style Salad 
1 head iceberg lettuce 
V2 cup radish slices 
Vi cup chopped green onion 
1/3 cup Spanish olive oil 
2 tbsp. lemon juice 
2 tbsp. sugar 
Vi tsp. salt 
few dashes pepper 
4 oz. Feta or Romano cheese 
1 can (2 oz.) flat anchovy fillets, drained 
About 2/3 cup whole pitted ripe olives 
crumbled dry oregano 
Core, rinse and drain lettuce; chill in plastic bag or 
lettuce crisper. Cut head in half lengthwise; place cut 
sides down on board and shred crosswise; then chop to 
yield 5 cups. Combine chopped lettuce with radishes 
and onion in salad bowl. Mix olive oil, lemon juice, 
sugar and salt with pepper to taste. Toss with lettuce.

Famed 
drama 
personages 
in visit 


A pair of distinguished 
members of the dramatic com­ 
munity, actor-producer Mel 
Ferrer and Angus Bowner, 
founder of the world renowned 
Ashland, Ore., Shakespearean 
Festival, were given a first­ 
hand look of the Solvang 
Festival Theater during the 
past few days. 
Members of the board of 
directors of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Arts Assn., festival 
theater sponsor, and Donovan 
Marley, who produces his Allan 
Hancock Pacific Conservatory 
of the Performing Arts presen­ 
tation in the theater each sum­ 
mer, welcomed Bowner and his 
wife, described as the first lady 
of the Ashland theater, to 
Solvang. 
Bohner said he and his wife 
made a special stop in Solvang 
to see the Festival Theater. Ac­ 
cording to arts association 
director Jan Severson, the 
Bohners were particularly im­ 
pressed of how the theater had 
risen out of the traditions and 
interests of the valley in an in­ 
credibly short period of time. 
While at the Solvang theater, 
Bowner recalled the start of the 
Oregon Festival in 1935 on a 
woodded hillside in Ashland. He 
said a small band of Ashlanders 
decided to run a three-day July 
4th festival including fireworks, 
boxing and Shakespeare under 
the direction of Bowner. 
He noted that the boxing was 
scheduled to cover the expected 
financial loss of the “less pop­ 
ular” Shakespearean plays He 
q u i c k l y 
a d d e d 
t h a t 
Shakespeare made money, paid 
for itself and actually covered 
the losses incurred by the box­ 
ing card 
The event was called the 
F i r s t 
A n n u a l 
O r e g o n 
Sheakespearean Festival and 
the original three-day venture 
evolved into a summer long 
f es t i val 
of 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
recognition 
The $ 1 4 million Angus 
Bowner Theater was completed 
in 1970 and the Ashland Festival 
now spans seven months of the 
year and four centuries of 
drama. 
Bowner said the Ashland 
company comes closer than any 
other non-profit theater opera­ 
tion in the country in paying all 
of its expenses out of box office 
receipts 
He attributes its success to 
three things, it had a unique 
start because no one else was 
doing S h ak esp eare on an 
Elizabethan stage; he never 
sacrificed quality, and it began 
on the naive assumption that 
they could become the Salzburg 
of the west with the cooperation 
of the communities of Ashland 
and Medford

The question of the advan­ 
tages or disadvantages of 
requesting Gov.

declare Santa Barbara County a

to further air the problem

Taking again from the publication “Cooking With a 
Spanish Flair,” we bring Record readers additional 
recipes to catch your fancy. All, one notes, use Spanish 
olive oil. 


Beef Strips Sesame 
4 lbs. boneless rolled beef rump roast 
4 cups cocktail vegetable juice 
Vi cup Spanish olive oil 
Vt cup sherry 
Vi cup soy sauce 
Vi cup toasted sesam e seed 
2 tbsp. sugar 
1 lge. clove garlic, minced 
1 cup diced pimiento 
Vi cup thinly sliced onion 
salad greens 
green pepper rings 
In roasting pan, roast meat fat-side up at 325 degrees 
for about \Vt hours. (Rare-ffi minutes per pound or 140 
degrees on meat thermometer. Cool; trim fat. Slice 
meat into thin strips (3 x Vz inch.) Meanwhile, in 
shallow baking dish, combine vegetable juice, olive 
oil, sherry, soy sauce, sesam e seed, sugar and garlic. 
Add meat; refrigerate overnight. Stir in pimiento and 
onion. Drain meat mixture, reserving marinade; 
arrange on salad greens. Garnish with green pepper 
rings. Serve with marinade. Makes 12 servings. 


Yogurt Soup 
3 cans (10% oz. each) condensed cream of chicken 
soup 
1 Me cups plain yogurt 
cup honey 
l/i tsp. ground mace 
3 soup cans milk 
In saucepan, blend soup, yogurt, honey and mace. 
Stir in milk. Heat, stirring occasionally Garnish with 
watercress, if desired Makes 12 servings. 


Spanish Almond Soup 
3 cans (IOV2 oz. each) condensed consomme 
2% soup cans water 
Ms cup ground almonds 
V* cup Spanish olive oil 
6 slices toast, crusts trimmed 
1/3 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
Vt cup toasted sliced almonds 
In a large saucepan, combine consomme and water 
Heat, stirring occasionally. In bowl, combine ground 
almonds and olive oil; stir into soup 
Meanwhile, 
sprinkle toast with cheese; broil until cheese is golden 


Garnish soup with toast and sliced almonds. Makes 8 
servings. 


Spanish Gypsy Lamb Stew 
3 lbs. boneless lamb from shoulder, cut into 1 inch 
cubes 
2 tbsp. Spanish olive oil 
m tsp. paprika 
2 cloves garlic, crushed 
Vi tsp. saffron 
1 tbsp. flour 
1 cup water 
1 tbsp. wine vinegar 
\Vi tsp. salt 
Brown lamb cubes in olive oil; stir in paprika, garlic 
and saffron. Slowly add flour; when bubbling, add 
water, wine vinegar and salt. Simmer until m eat is 
very tender when pricked with a fork (about 2 hours). 
Makes 6 servings. 


Grecian Style Salad 
1 head iceberg lettuce 
Vi cup radish slices 
v2 cup chopped green onion 
1/3 cup Spanish olive oil 
2 tbsp. lemon juice 
2 tbsp. sugar 
Mi tsp salt 
few dashes pepper 
4 oz. Feta or Romano cheese 
1 can (2 oz.) flat anchovy fillets, drained 
About 2/3 cup whole pitted ripe olives 
crumbled dry oregano 
Core, rinse and drain lettuce; chill in plastic bag or 
lettuce crisper. Cut head in half lengthwise; place cut 
sides down on board and shred crosswise; then chop to 
yield 5 cups. Combine chopped lettuce with radishes 
and onion in salad bowl. Mix olive oil. lemon juice, 
sugar and salt with pepper to taste. Toss with lettuce. 
Crumble cheese coarsely and sprinkle over salad near 
rim of bowl.

Festival, were given a first­ 
hand look of the S olvang 
Festival Theater during the 
past few days. 
M embers of the board of 
directors of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Arts Assn., festival 
theater sponsor, and Donovan 
Marley, who produces his Allan

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Gandhi 
crisis 
deepens 


NEW D ELHI. India (U PI) - 
The resignation of Agriculture 
Minister Jagjivan Ram from 
the government and the ruling 
Congress Party has plunged 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
into the worst political crisis of 
her career 
Ram and five other influen­ 
tial members of the Congress 
Party announced Wednesday 
they had broken with Mrs. 
Gandhi over her refusal to lift 
India's 19-month state of 
emergency and will run in the 
March national elections as a 
separate party. 
Indian political observers 
said it posed the most serious 
crisis Mrs Gandhi has faced in 
her 11 years as leader of the na­ 
tion 
Mrs. Gandhi overcame a 1969 
party split with ease because 
her challengers were dis­ 
credited A high court verdict 
June 12. 1975 that found her 
guilty of election malpractices 
also threatened her leadership, 
but she crossed that hurdle by 
imposing the nationwide state 
of emergency 
Later, the Supreme Court 
overturned the high court ruling 
and Mrs Gandhi’s position as 
prime minister was legally 
protected. 
The latest crisis, however, is 
of an entirely different nature 
It is spearheaded by persons 
who were her close aides and 
loyal supporters and who have a 
substantial following at the par­ 
ty’s grass roots level 
The split comes at a time of 
noticeable disaffection among 
large sections of the 
middle- 
level leaders and rank-and-file 
of the government party. 
That disaffection is largely 
due to the manner in which 
Mrs 
Gandhi has run the 
government and her manage­ 
ment of the Congress Party 
with the help of some hand- 
picked advisers who have hard­ 
ly any following in the party 
One particular target of 
anger is the official boosting of 
Mrs Gandhi’s 30-year-old son, 
Sanjav, who has emerged as a 
national leader next in stature 
to his mother 
The revolt of Ram and his 
backers is “ a revolt against at­ 
tempts to build up Sanjay,” ac­ 
cording to a senior Congress 
Party leader who still supports 
Mrs Gandhi 
Ram's challenge, he said, 
will encourage others who were 
afraid to speak out or come out 
openly against Mrs Gandhi 
Ram told U PI the new party 
will ‘try to avoid a triangular 
contest.” He did not elaborate 
but implied his party will enter 
into an electroal alliance with 
the newly formed Janata Party, 
a coalition of four non- 
Communist parties

American police decoys trying 
to catch robbers who prey on il­ 
legal Mexican border crossers 
have five times been jumped by 
tobbers who turned out to be 
Mexican law officers, ac­ 
cording to San Diego Police 
Chief Bill Kolender.

Wednesday after two of the 
police decoy; sh< *. a Mexican 
immigration inspector, alleged­ 
ly as he tried to rob them at 
gunpoint inside the United 
States.

Rodolfo Valladolid, chief of 
the Immigration Service office 
in Tijuana, said after the

it was the fifth such incident in 
which the “ asaltapollo” turned 
out to be a Mexican law en­ 
forcement officer.

The previous arrests were not 
made public to preserve good 
relations among the police

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Two ordered 
to trial in 
Bolles' death 


PHOENIX.Ariz. (UPI) - Two 
men were bound over Wednes­ 
day for trial as the alleged 
bomb killers of reporter Don 
Bolles, based on testimony of a 
confessed slayer who said he 
lured Bolles to the fatal rendez­ 
vous. 
There is probable cause to 
hold James Robison, 54. and 
Max Dunlap, 47. for trial on 
charges of first degree murder 
Superior Court Judge Edward 
Rapp ruled, ending a six-day 
preliminary hearing. 
He agreed to consider a 
defense request for bail 
Bolles. a nationally respec­ 
ted investigative reporter for 
the Arizona Republic, was 
killed by a dynamite bomb 
clamped to his car by magnets 
and detonated by a radio signal 
from a model airplane control 
box last June He lived several 
days after the explosion, which 
cost him both legs and an arm 


The chief witness against 
Robison and Dunlap was John 
Harvey Adamson. 33. whose 
name 
B o lle s 
gave 
to 
paramedics after the blast 


Adamson admitted he lured 
Bolles to a hotel with a false 
promise of information 
The 
bomb was planted as Bolles 
waited in vain for Adamson to 
appear. 
Adamson said he was hired to 


kill Bolles by Dunlap and that 
Robison helped him build the 
bomb and threw the switch that 
detonated it. 
Adamson quoted Dunlap as 
identifying himself as an agent 
of millionaire liquor dealer 
Kemper Marley Sr., saying 
Marley wanted Bolles killed in 
retaliation for news stories that 
forced Marley’s resignation 
from the state Racing Board 
less than a month after he was 
appointed by the governor. 
Marley has not been charged 
with any crime and has dropped 
out of sight. 
Adamson said Dunlap 
hired him on a ‘‘package deal,” 
offering $50,000 to kill three 
enemies of Marley — Bolles. 
former Marley public relations 
man A1 Lisanetz and state At­ 
torney General Bruce Babbitt 
Adamson was allowed to 
plead guilty to a second degree 
murder charge in return for a 
pledge to testify against 
Robison. Dunlap and in other, 
unspecified, trials. 
The last prosecution witness 
was Adamson's wife, Mary 
Lynn, who said a strange 
‘ black box with a bunch of 
wires and a red light on top” sat 
on her kitchen counter for “ a 
week or so” 
The prosecution said it was 
the radio device that detonated 
the bomb

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
says he plans to introduce 
Brown administration legisla­ 
tion to place a $500 million 
clean water and water conser­ 
vation bond issue on the June 
1978 ballot. 
The bond issue would in­ 
directly provide property tax 
relief because it will hold taxes 


down when sewage and water 
treatment facilities are needed, 
McCarthy told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday. 
The San Francisco Democrat 
said the measure was “ en­ 
vironmentally sound’’ and 
would provide 80,000 to 100,000 
jobs over five or six years. 
“ It will provide a significant 
boost in the economy, especial­ 


ly in the co n structio n 
economy,” the San Francisco 
Democrat added. 
He said funds from current 
bonds will run out by Jan 1, 
1978. If the $500 million bond is­ 
sue is passed, he said, it would 
translate into $3.5 billion m 
local federal and state funds 
McCarthy predicted the 
measure will be approved by 


the voters, noting that a similar 
bond issue he introduced was 
approved on a 70 per cent 
margin in 1974 He added, ‘‘The 
voters understand the impor­ 
tance of a clean water system 
and understand the property 
tax base is not taking the 
brunt.”

Shock defended for 
self-abusive cases 


POMONA (U P I» - Electric 
shock treatments on self- 
abusive patients has produced 
desirable effects where other 
methods have failed according 
to doctors at Pacific State 
Hospital who defended shock 
therapy. 
Doctors and staff at the 1,700- 
bed facility opened their 
records Wednesday to health 
and law officials following 
reports that 
painful types of 
punishment” had been used on 
patients, 
including electric 
shock with “cattle prods.” 
“ When the patient jams his 
thumb into his eyesocket you 
give him the shock.” said Dr 
Patric Martin, who directs the 
program. 
“ You have to understand.” he 
said, “ that when some patients 
get 
into 
this 
type 
of 
dangerously 
self-abusive 
behavior, it lasts for hours on 
end. day after day 
“ For these unfortunate peo­ 


ple, these behaviors are their 
ways of adjusting to life ” 
Dr Jerome Lackner, director 
of the State Department of 
Health, conducted a “ medical 
audit” Wednesday of the 
records of 14 patients in the 
aversive therapy program at 
Pacific State Hospital. 
“ I am more concerned about 
the levels of antipsychotic and 
sedative medication than I am 
about 
e le c tr ic 
shock 
treatments.” 
Lackner said 
after reviewing the record of a 
15-year-old patient who had in­ 
flicted “ irreversible physical 
damage” to her ears. She 
had 
received 12 electric 
shocks in one day. 
“ The alternative to electric 
shock therapy for the girl who 
gave herself monstrous 
cauliflower ears would be total 
restraint, either human or 
leather, and-or uppipg her 
medication so that she would be 
drugged.” Lackner said 


GLENDALE. Calif (UPI) - 
She wanted to be buried in her 
blue skirt with the cupids on it. 
holding her stuffed puppy and

Lynn Ann Barrillier, 13, a 
slim brunette described by her 
eighth-grade teachers as highly 
intelligent but very shy. was so 
devoted to comic Freddie 
Prinze that she copied his 
suicide.

Lynn put a 
pistol to her head — as Prinze 
had done — and fired a 38- 
caliber bullet from her father’s 
pistol through her brain 
Like Prinze. who remained in 
a coma for 33 hours, she 
lingered, dying Tuesday night,

She talked about Prinze all 
weekend 
her family told 
police, but there was no indica­ 
tion she was thinking of killing 
herself 
“ Freddie wanted help.so he 
dropped hints 
I didn't, so I 
didn't say much.” said her note 
The five page note stressed 
repeatedly that her family 
should not feel guilty. 
“ It is really no one's fault but 
my own.” she said

mit suicide 
I would like to be 
buried next to or as close as 
possible to Freddie Prinze. my 
favorite actor-comedian.

Brown abolished the $2 
million Department of Com­ 
merce created by former Gov.

Freedom behind bars 
Gym a hit with 


BY SCOTT OSTLER 
A couple of fences can do a lot to change perspectives. 
To those of us on the “outside.” a gymnasium is a building 
which, if noticed at all, is not likely to evoke much emotional 
response. 
But to the inmates on the other side of the double row of 
high fences that enclose the Federal Correctional Institute 
(FCI) in Lompoc, a gym can be a big deal. 
Until recently, the indoor recreational facilities for in­ 
m ates in the main prison consisted of an overcrowded weight 
room. There are outdoor athletic courts and fields, but their 
use is limited bv SDace, weather and amount of daylight. 
Last December, the FCI opened its new gym, which cost 
about $415,000 to build and another $42,000 to equip. 
“Before this,” said an inmate, taking a break from a four- 
on-four basketball game,“there was just a whole bunch of 
people sitting around.” 
“This lets off a lot of tension for a lot of dudes,” said 
another inmate. 
“This is what this bleep bleeping place 
needs. Before, in the winter, you could just feel the tension 
start building up.” 
Another said he was glad that the prison “cared enough to 
build a gym.” 
And another inmate summed up the general feeling by say­ 
ing matter-of-factly, “They just let you be free for a while.” 
A Santa Maria construction company took a year to build 
the gym and prisioners and FCI staff assisted in equipment 
installation. 
The gym is open every day, a total of just under 67 hours a 
week. It gets heavy use. 
The basketball court has two main backboards and four 
other retractable glass backboards along the sides. Next to 
the court is a well-equipped weightlifting area, restrooms 
and showers, equipment storage rooms and the Recreation 
Supervisor’s office. 


inmates 


There are gymnastics mats and equipment, a dividing cur­ 
tain that can stretch across the gym’s width, and bleachers 
to seat 420. 
Upstairs, above the weight room, is the games area. Five 
full-size pool tables and ping-pong tables fill the main area 
Around the perimeter are two glassed-in game rooms 
(cards, chess, etc.), two music practice rooms, and a main 
music room. 
Throughout the gym is a speaker system for piping in 
music and for paging. 
There are no windows to the outside, but ventilation is 
good. 
If the gym has a flaw, it is the basketball floor, which is 
supposed to have a cork-like give, but could pass for salmon- 
colored concrete. 


Aside from regular inmate use, the gym will host several 
Lompoc city adult basketball league games (the main prison 
has a team in the league), an invitational tournament, and 
various gymnastics events. 
An intramural league started recently. Soon prisoners will 
be able to take 
a Hancock College credit course in of­ 
ficiating. 


The old gym, in the camp area, is off-limits to inmates in 
the main prison. 
New glass backboards and a new 
scoreboard will soon be installed in the old gym. 


Since Watergate, the FCI and similar Federal prisons have 
gained somewhat of a country club image 
Will the public 
resent spending money on a nice gym for prisoners9 


“I think most people realize that these guys are locked up 
24 hours a day with no place to go,” says Ed Wolahan. Super­ 
visor of Recreation at the FCI.

Angels' ageless scout 
Frank Lane sharp at 81

NEW YORK (U P I) - Frank Lane had a 
birthday the other day. The book says he’s 
81 He says the book is wrong, he’s only 77. 
Besides, he argues, chronological age 
doesn't mean a thing if you’re young at 
heart, and nobody, but nobody, is any more 
so than Frank Lane. 
About to embark on his 47th season in 
baseball, Frank Lane brings to his job the 
same ageless enthusiasm, the same in­ 
souciance, Maurice Chevalier used to bring 
to his when he was still around. He works 
special assignments scouting for the 
California Angels, moving all over the 
hemisphere from Mexico to California to 
Chicago andjoving every minute of it. To 
Frank Lane, what he’s doing isn’t really 
work, it’s pleasure. 
You name some rookie in the majors or 
some obscure kid in the minors with only a 
couple months' experience and Lane im­ 
mediately will tell you everything you’d like 
to know about him, rattling off his virtues, 
his faults and the way he likes his eggs. 
Lane knows little things like that because 
chances are he had breakfast with the boy 
and talked with him someplace along the 
line 
Whatever the Angels are paying Lane, 
he’s worth more His boss, Harry Dalton, 
will tell you that himself But Frank Lane 
isn’t that concerned with money now. The 
big thing with him is keeping active every 


day, being in the mainstream. With his con­ 
tacts, he more than earns his keep by 
scouting players, obtaining the kind of infor­ 
mation few others could and then passing it 
along to the Angels. He does all this while 
simultaneously serving as a one-man clear­ 
ing house for anything that’s going on in 
baseball. 
Little gets by him. He keeps up with 
everything, even with something like that 
delightful valentine Johnny Bench got the 
other day from his estranged wife. 
“ I notice she didn’t say he played ping 
pong ALL night,” Lane chuckled over the 
phone from Acapulco, proving once more 
how he always thinks young. 
‘‘Knowing Johnny as I do, I don’t believe 
those things she said about him,” Lane said, 
growing serious. “ He’s a tremendous 
ballplayer and a helluva fine guy. All those 
things his wife had to say about him 
reminded me of another ballplayer, who 
shall be nameless. He had just gotten 
married in Chicago and was going to 
Florida by train on his honeymoon I went to 
the railroad station with both of them to see 
them off. While we’re standing around 
waiting for the train to pull in, he says, 
‘W ait a minute, I gotta get some 
magazines.’ He went inside the terminal 
and got himself Playboy, Penthouse, 
Hustler and two or three other magazines 
like that. He damn’ near missed the train. 
When I saw the magazines he bought. 1 said 
to him, What are you planning to do, read 


all night? Boy, that’s gonna be some lively 
honeymoon! ’” 
Frank Lane can’t wait for spring training 
to start, especially now that the Angels have 
picked up Joe Rudi, Bobby Grich and Don 
Baylor, and should make a run for it in the 
American League West 
‘‘We’ll be one-two,” Lane said. “ If not, 
we’d better hang up our cue Gene Autry the 
Angels' owner was not in favor of going out 
and buying free agents, but he had to do it in 
self-defense. For the last five years, we had 
the outstanding farm system in baseball 
We spent $1.5 million a year on it, and what 
we’ve done now is bought time. About four- 
five years for $5 million. Rudi, Grich and 
Baylor were the three top free agents 
available. If there were three guys I ’d want 
to pick because of their ability, tempera­ 
ment and whatever else they could con­ 
tribute, those would be the three I'd go for I 
think Harry Dalton hit it right on the nose ” 
Always outspoken, Lane feels Phil 
Wrigley of the Cubs had the right idea when 
he let go of Rick Monday and said he’s 
ready to do the same thing with Bill 
Madlock because of what he felt were their 
excessive salary demands. 
‘‘Monday got about $125,000 from the Cubs 
last season and struck out 125 times,” said 
Lane. “ He got paid $1,000 a strikeout. This 
year he’ll probably get $250,000 from the 
Dodgers, which means he’s gotten a raise to 
$2,000 a strikeout. Good God, Almighty! 
Whither are we drifting?”

NEW YORK (U P I) - John 
Henry Lloyd, a wide-ranging 
shortstop who played semi-pro 
baseball in his late 50s, may 
take his place in the Hall of 
Fam e beside the likes of 
Satchel Paige, Josh Gibson and 
Cool Papa Bell. 
Lloyd, who died in 1965. at 81. 
after 37 years of professional 
and semi-pro baseball, was con­ 
sidered the top candidate to be 
enshrined today in Baseball’s 
Hall of Fame by the Special 
Committee of Negro Leagues 
The committee was formed 
by Baseball Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn in 1971 and in past 
years has placed in the Cooper- 
stown N Y , Hall such former 
black stars as Paige. Gibson, 
Bell, 
Buck Leonard, Judy 
Johnson and Oscar Charleston 
— all of whom were barred 
from the major leagues prior to 
1946 because of baseball’s color 
barrier. 
Lloyd, called the ‘‘black 
Honus Wagner,” played in the 
old Negro Leagues with such 
teams as the New York Black 
Yankees, Lincoln Giants and 
Chicago American Giants from 
1905 through 1931. 
Although statistics from the 
old Negro League are sketchy, 
Lloyd compiled a lifetime 
average of over 400 He was 
still playing in the semi-pro 
leagues as late as 1942 when he 
was 58. 
Other former black stars un­ 
der consideration by the special 
committee were pitchers Joe 
“ Cyclone“ Williams and Ray 
Brown, outfielder “ Turkey” 
Stearns and third baseman Ray 
Dandridge.

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FDA proposes ban on Yellow No. 5, 
most widely used dye, over allergy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Food and Drug Administration 
are allergic to the dye. The symptoms include wheezing and I 
ODOsed todav to ban the country’s most widely used food coloring 
ficultv in breathing, hives, and stuffy or runny nose 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Food and Drug Administration 
proposed today to ban the country’s most widely used food coloring 
— Yellow No. 5 — in certain drugs but not in food. 


Foods containing the dye, it said, should be labeled to alert 
persons of possible allergic reactions. The allergy occurs mostly 
among a sm all percentage of those persons who also are allergic to 
aspirin. 


The dye would be banned outright in five types of non- 
prescription drugs — pain relievers, antihistamines, cough-cold 
remedies, anti-asthmatic drugs and oral nasal decongestants. 


Other drugs, still allowed to use the coloring, would have to state 
on their labels: “This product contains FDC Yellow No. 5 which 
may cause allergic-type reactions in certain susceptible people.” 


By far the most widespread use of the dye is in food, and that use 
will be allowed to continue, the FDA said. 


The labels of food containing it — such as beverages, candy, des­ 
serts, cereals, bakery goods, ice cream , sherbet, dairy products 
and snack foods — will have to list on their labels that they contain 
Yellow No. 5. instead of just “artificial coloring” as is presently 
the case 
The FDA estim ated that 47,000 to 94,000 American consumers 


are allergic to the dye. The symptoms include wheezing and dif­ 
ficulty in breathing, hives, and stuffy or runny nose. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director of Ralph Nader’s Health Research 
Group which asked the FDA to ban Yellow No. 5 and other coaltar 
dyes last month, claimed there are really 300.000 or more persons 
allergic to the coloring. He termed the FDA action “grossly in­ 
adequate” and an “ insult” to people who are allergic to the dye. 


“There are no labels on food delivered to your table at a 
restaurant,” he said, “How is anybody going to know9 There is 
also suggestive evidence that it is a carcinogen. If it’s too 
dangerous to put in drugs it should also be too dangerous to put in 
food." 
t 


The dye is being consumed at the rate of 1.5 million pounds an­ 
nually and is found in 40 per cent of all artifically colored food 


Yellow No. 5 leaped into prominence after the FDA last year 
banned Red No. 2, once the top used coloring, because of un­ 
answered safety questions 


Sherwin Gardner, acting FDA commissioner, said the dye 
“poses no hazard to the general population. But those people who 
are allergic to Yellow No. 5 ought to be able to identify it in their 
foods and avoid products containing it "

Mail competition? 
In what might turn out to be 
a v er y i n t e r e s t i n g and 
provocative 
suggestion, 
the 
Justice Department has urged 
the study of the repeal of the 
private express statutes which 
give the U.S. Postal Service 
exclusive right to deliver first 
class mail in the U.S. 
The report came in a lengthy 
report of the department’s 
task force on anti-trust im­ 
munities, and took some 23 
months to compile. The basic 
thrust of this one recommen­ 
dation, obviously, is to destroy 
the idea that of all com­ 
munications mediums, the 
United States Postal Service 
should get preferential treat­ 
ment when it comes to the 
question of anti-trust. 
According to the task force, 
it may be a desirable policy to 
employ competition in the 
field of mail delivery, just as 
in the field of telecommunica­ 
tions, to spur the carriers to 
greater performance in the 
public interest. The report 
also urges, however, that

Congress give the idea quite a 
lot of independent study prior 
to changing any of the long­ 
standing laws which give the 
postal service its monopoly. 


Apparently, according to the 
Justice Department’s report, 
mail delivery costs each fami­ 
ly in the U.S. about $170 per 
year. That is compared to a 
cost of $460 a year 
for the 
telephone; $120 a year for the 
newspaper; $83 each year for 
television; and $26 a year for 
radio. These figures place 
mail delivery near the top of 
the communications heap for 
which the public ultimately 
pays, and shouldn’t competi­ 
tion be encouraged in the mail 
delivery field as well? 


As we stated above, the idea 
of competition in the previous­ 
ly sacred area of mail delivery 
is an intriguing one, and an 
idea we hope Congress will 
study in depth. With those 
costs going up annually, its 
none to soon to get the ball 
rolling.

m eeting The reverberation of the sound, 
the poor am plification system and final­ 
ly the absence of creatu re com forts — 
m ost notably the drop in tem perature 
and the 
in ab ility effe ctiv ely to do 
anything about it — leave much to be 
desired 
I understand that an agreem ent m ay 
be forthcom ing soon with the school d is­ 
trict that would allow the council to use 
the adm inistration building a s a m eeting 
place 
It now becom es a m atter of sp ecu la­ 
tion a s to whether there is sufficient sen­ 
tim ent on the council to vote for a change 
in location. A sim ilar m ove, agreed to by 
the school board, w as voted down a little 
over a y ear ago and the sentim ents of at 
least a couple of the council m em bers 
has not changed. 
We shall see. 


By the tim e the council got around to 
considering the introduction of an or­ 
dinance to prohibit keeping a crow ing 
rooster in residential zones, there ap ­ 
peared to be little inclination on the part 
of Mayor Gene Stevens to entertain 
public input on the m atter 
The R ecord had received a telephone 
call T uesday morning assu rin g us that 
the m atter would be challenged at the 
m eeting. No one rose to speak, however, 
and the ordinance w as introduced and 
given its first reading without M ayor 
Steven s’ ever having looked up from his 
agenda. 
A fter the vote, one gentlem an cam e up 
to m e and said he had com e to the 
m eeting specifically to speak in favor of 
the rooster ban, taking our "G lim p se " 
item about the anticipated opposition to 
heart 
“ I decided to keep quiet,” he said du r­ 
ing the second of two interm issions 
called 
during 
the 
seem in gly 
in ter­ 
m inable m eeting. “ No sense taking a 
chance on m essin g things up when you’re 
winning.” he said 
The anti-rooster ordinance did not get 
introduced 
with unanim ous approval, 
however. It took considerable coaxing on 
the part of the m ayor to get a motion to 
the floor and when it finally w as m ade 
and seconded, the vote w as 3 to 1 in 
favor 


For refusing to vote again st roosters. 
Councilm an V alencia w as being referred 
to a s “ Chicken J o e " by his cohorts. 


The co u n cil w as h a ssle d by the 
audience a s much a s I’ve ever seen it 
done, and for the way it took the lum ps it 
is to be com m ended So far a s I w as able 
to tell, none of the four m em bers present 
(Councilwom an Elinor Lefkow itz w as 
absent) lost his or her cool, even though 
the council w as accused variously of dic­ 
tatorship. being socialistic and power 
m ad and of acting in a m anner contrary 
to the law 


M ayor Stevens and Councilm an Ward 
deserve special com m endation for the 
way they tried to answ er som e adm itted­ 
ly unansw erable questions put to them 
by five or six young ladies who wondered 
why they’re being deprived of the right 
to keep farm -type an im als in their back 
yards, except under certain conditions 


“ As we get m ore and m ore people 
dem anding their rights, it is law s like 
this that resu lt,” M ayor Stevens told one 
of the questioners. “ There ju st aren ’t 
any an sw ers to these problem s that are 
going to satisfy everybody.’ ’ 


Councilm an W ard, describing his en­ 
counter with a steer that got loose in his 
neighborhood, noted the changing nature 
of the city from rural to urban 


“ When you get m ore people who want 
an im als controlled than those who don’t, 
we have to do what is best for the 
m ajo rity ,” he said
